The Santa Lucia, bound from the 


fishing banks north of La Jolia for 
San Diego, had 
reached a point 


about one mile northwest of the 
whistling buoy, at the entrance to 
the harbor, when it was engulfed 
by a giant wave. The surge of the 
eeas smashed in the cabin windows 
showering Fronteria, who was at' 
the wheel, with 
bits of broken 


glass; tore 
the 
compass bodily 


.from its fastenings 
and washed 


. Zaberlin and Vidovitch, who wore, 


standing on the 
lee 
side of the 


cabin, overboard, . together with 
the nets, valued at .$3,000. These 
nets were made fast to a bitt nean 
the stern, a fact to which Vidovitch1 
coupled ,with the heroic assistance. 
of Zaberlln, owes his life.

ISLAND OF YAP, WHICH THE U. S. WANTS SAFEGUARDED 


First and exclusive photograps of 


the Island of Yap, which is now the 
subject of controversy between the 
United States, Japan and the Allied 
Governments. Naval reports de- 
scribe the Island of Yap as a low- 
lying bit of land in the Caroline 
Islands, a little west of Guam, an 
American possession in the Pacific, 
It is surrounded' by reefs, extend- 
ing not farther' than a mile and a 
half off shore, and has two prin- 
cipal harbors, Rull and Tomil, eas- 
ily navigated tiy ships in ordinary 


ages and boat landings. The har- 
bor improvements have been built 
by the natives'. • There are 'no forti- 
fications -on the isiand, anQ the only 
armed force there Is a small native 
guard. 
The natives are peaceful 


and take readily to trades taught 
them during the German occupa- 
tion. The chief exports of Yap are 
copra and beche de mer, which 
are .paid for In either good's or 
"stone money. This stone money Is 
a very peculiar feature of Yap's 
currency system. 
It consists of 


limestones, from six to twelve feet 
in diameter and Is brought entirely 
fr.om tha Pelew Islands in native 
canoes. The shells of pearl oysters 
are also used as currency. 
Yap 


boasts of a number <?f good roads 
but no draught animals or artificial 
means of transportation. A canal, 
about fifteen feet wide, traverses 
the northern part.of. the island for 
about half a mile, affording a pass- 
age for the small boats and canoes 
of the Jiatiyes.

The employers of Elyria have been bitterly assailed, personally and in communi- 


cations to the press, the statement being made that we are endeavoring to reduce la- 
bor to practical slavery, pay under-living-cost-wages, etc. 


Tta February of thto year it Housing Conference was held in Phil- 


adelphia by the employers In the building trades. The following;, w hlch 
we wuslder Is A fair statement of conditions, la a part of tiio report 
adoped »t that meeting: 
"In considering this report, attention should be focused on the 


causes of the ailment of the building Industry and the remedies most 
likely to restore normal health. Letting things take their course would 
involve long and painful illness and in the end the medicine would have 
to be taken. 
"Here is our diagnosis and prescription: 
"(1) Business in the United States has declined 3 per cent in gross 


volume and is now at lower activity than at any previous time for over 
twenty years aud liquidation is by no means completed. 
Building is 


practically dead and some action must be taken to revive it. 


"(2) The drop In general prices has been sharp and, judging by 


economic history, commodity prices are nearly a point ot cmoparatlve 
rest. Stabilization, of a degree, at 40 to 50 per cent above 1914 pnces, 
maybe reached from commodities in general about the middle of 1921. If 
building costs conform capital will be released for building. 


"(3) The cost of living is dropping off rapidly, as wholesale and re- 


tail prices decline. Raw material wholesale prices are only 40 per cent 
above those of 1914 and in the next six months retail prices must follow 
down to 40 or 60 per cent above 1914. 
"(4) Unemployment has reached vast proportions. On January 1, 


nearly 3 1-2 millions, nearly 37 per cent of the nation's workers in in- 
dustry were out of work. That conditions can not be laughed away by 
he most cheerful optimist. It will Increase until buying increases, and 
that can be based only on lower prices and the taking of losses on stocks 
already in hand. 


"(5) Accurate records of building throughout the country and in 


Philadelphia show that building In the last four years is only half the 
normal of the previous ten years. In Philadelphia the normal increase 
in residential buildings for fifteen years was 8,000 to 9,000; in 1920 less 
than 2,500 were built. There are vacant houses, but it is because peo- 
ple cannot afford the prices of the rentals. There is a shortage of houses 
"which can be mortgaged reasonably or bought for an amount which 
will mean a stable investment, or can be rented for 60 to 60 per cent over 
1914 rentals. 
Many who might own homes are forced into tenements 


or crowded quarters. 
Building costs advanced, at the peak, to 2 1-2 


times 1914 costs They must, by a mighty jush of all concerned, be made 
to tumble to-1 1-2 or 1 3-5 times 1914 costs; then there will be many 
Own-Your-Home movements. 
Building Can Not Be Made an Exception 


"(6) Building can not ask to be made an exception; if everybody 


was ac exception there would be nondrop in living costs, no increase in 
purchasing power of the dollar, incidentally, and very shortly, no jobs. 


"The employer and employee are In identically the same position; 


neither has -work or prospects for 1921. The employer 3 willing to take 
work for just about expenses; labor must do its share. What he gives 
up is not going to the employer: it goes to no one; it means simply giv- 
ing up a price tag at a high rate for a real job at a lower rate 
It Is not 


giving up a cent, because a dollar earnea at the present rate is worth 
more than the 1920 dollar with prices at the 1920 level. And at the new 
rate labor would probably get the dollar while at the 1920 ra^e there 
will probably be no work. The rates we propose would leave labor in 
better state than at any other time, because today there Is little actual 
money being earned. 


It is not our intention to ar- 


gue for or against the labor un- 
ions, or the rihgts of any man to 
join any union he may desire. 
It is a simple proposition for any 
contractor to pay 50 cents, $1.00 
or even $5.00 an hour for labor 
and charge that amount plus a 
profit, to the public, on his con- 
tract jobs. No matter what the 
wage, the contractor can protect 
himself. The Public pays the 
bill in the end. But there is a 
limit—a reasonable limit to all 
charges and that limit is certain- 
ly reached when the public re- 
fuses to buy. 


It doesn't take unusual in- 


telligence to perceive that build- 
ing has reached the point, in 
cost, to which the public will not 
go. Building has never been so 
slack as now—because costs 
have soared beyo;n.d reason. 


Union labot claims that 


these costs are largely due to 
profiteering,on the part of the 
employed. iCn pg»rt, and on some 
occasions that may be true, but, 
keep this in mird. THE CON- 
TRACTOR is ill a COMPETI- 
TIVE business* HE MUST 
BID ON WORK. COMPETI- 
TION always levels unusual 
profits. If h« adds too much pro- 
fit for himself, giome other contractor desiring the job and willing to take a small 
margin of profit, gets the work. Now everyone will admit that in these past few 
months every man in business is hunting business hard. He wants to keep going. 
COMPETITION IS KEEN. 


During the past few months many contractors feeling that lowered costs would 


stimulate buildtng and desiring to keep th r men at work and the organizations in- 
tact, have takeft work without profit and in many instances at an absolute loss. 


The mechanic who works on a contract is assured his agreed rate and gets paid 


whether lu's employer makes a profit or accepts a loss. 
His is the sure end of the 


game. The contractor takes the chance. He agrees to do a certain job for a speci- 
fied sum. He knows other contractors are bidding against him for the work which 
makes it impossible to add more than a small per centage to cover his personal ser- 
vices and profit. If he is fortunate, has no accidents, his materials arrive promptly, 
is able to secure competent labor and doesnt have to sue the owner for the final pay- 
ment due him, he makes a profit. If circumstances are against him, he loses and can- 
not either ask the owner to make good his loss nor does he ask his labor to donate. 


The farmer—the manufacturer—the merchant and the contractor have all re- 


sponded to the call for lowered prices and have done their part by selling at cost and 
less than cost their accumulated stocks and merchandise. In some manufacturing 
lines, labor has done its share and THE PEOPLE OF THIS COMMUNITY 
HAVE THE RIGHT TO ASK THAT LABOR IN THE BUILDING TRADES DO 
ITS SHARE along with material dealers and contractors and bring building costs 
f)ack to normal in order that the present housing shortage may be relieved. 


Under the present lowered living cost a refusal to help reduce costs by a wage 


concession amounts in effect to a demand for an increase and is not defeasible when 
all are expected to do their share to bring about normal conditions again. 


In an advertisement in The Chronicle-Telegram of April llth, the L. C. B. T. C. 


executive committee stated the Unions were willing to meet the contractors and arbi- 
tratetrate. A meeting of the two committees was arranged and held at which time 
the contractors were advised that the Unions stood as a unit for the continuation of 
the present scale and had nothing to arbitrate unless that point was conceded. 


As between labor and the buying public, the contractor stands in the position of 


Agent, and we feel that we would be doing an injustice to the home builders of Ely- 
ria, if we failed to insist that the building trades do their fair share toward reducing 
costs to normal. It is not right that Union labor should block the building industry 
of this city by demanding that its pay remain on the peak of war time prices when 
others have taken and are taking their losses and reduced pay. 


We, therefore, have decided that, beginning May 1st, we will commence build- 


ing operations under the open shop plan and will employ union or non-union work- 
men without discrimination, on a basis of efficiency and willingness to work. 


WE MAKE THESE PROMISES DEFINITELY TO YOU: On and after May 


1st, 1921, any man, whether he holds a Union Card or not, will be employed by us and 
will be protected in his job.
